Kohler said US had no considered view as yet on this preceptlble hardening of 
Soviet position. We did suspect it was related Soviet pressuree and Motivations 
partly in other than Berlin and German context. Nuclear testing results, Molotov's 
apparent rehabilitation, etc. nay wall be Involved. 

Others agreed Gromyke line QTS pretty chilly UNQTB end that aotlvation obscure. 
Also agreed with Kohler suggestion that documents be studied for evidence Soviets 
intend to publish ae that Heat (or US unilaterally) night prepare publish aimiiar 
i public pan it ions.
